All the races and all the religious
socts ohserve Lthe New Year of the
Christian calendar, hecause Hritiah
rule of India I8 reflected in this day;

“K Is noticeable that those addicted
Lo the uge of aleoholle beverages often
reveal a tendency to corpulence which
I8 proportionate to their use of the
drug. The fatness Is not n sign of
health. It is not even an indication
that wlcobol Is barmicsn, It {8 meroly
the result of tho complete ofidization
of the substance of aleohol by the
human body. The body will oxidize a
two-ounes guantity of aleohol In 24
hours, and will do it so completely
that no trace of aleohol can be found
in any excretory substance, This sim-
ply megans that the unnatursl heat pro-
duced dn the body by the presence of
the stimulant answers, for the time
being at Jeast, for what would other-
wise be produced by the exponditure
of fats and carbohydrates, Theso lat-
ter are the fuel stored up by the body
and’ pormally burned up In the pro-
Muction of necessary bodily heat-—
though not o natural heat—and this
expenditure s avoided. The fat is
“therefore stored up“in the body un-
used, and corpulence is the neceasary
result. This, of course, I8 not a nor-
mal condition nor'a proper process,
It becomes more unnatural with o
creasing use of aleohol.”

STOP ALL DRINKING.
A handbook recently fssued by the

German government for the use of
fleld surgeons sounds a note of warn-
ing aguinst John Barleycorn. The
article Is by FProf. Max Gruber of the
Royal Hyglenic Inatitute of Muunlch.
We quote: .

“Thin I8 no time for the use of alco
hol. Not only is the guzzling of all
aleoholic drinks to be stopped, but
the use of aven small amounts I8, as o
rule, an evil.

"It is sclentifically established that
aven small amounts of alcohol weaken
and paralyze our powers of obserya-
tion, memory and judgment, the com-
mand of ,our intellect, our wills and
our reason, our Impulses, our brains,
our body: cut down the gnins from
exercise, the endurance of hardships,
the abilily to resist external injories.

“One's strength and mental power
may be enough to withstand the mod-
orate use, but efMiciency cannot be im-
proved by it. And those of us who
are small and deficient In mental and
physieal powor act recklessly when
wi dissipate the Hitle that we have,
eepegially when we are under obliga-
tions to accomplish the most that we
ecan.”
